REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Alvesalo et al. (Us 
6,650,655) discloses dynamically allocating bandwidth in a FDD system. However, the 
bandwidth is allocated among networks not uplink and downlink channels. Additionally 
Alvesalo does not disclose determining potential switching points and choosing the switching 
point that will allow for a maximum number of users based upon blocking probability. Dillinger 
et al. (US 6,519,240) discloses a switching point, but does not disclose choosing the point that 
will allow for a maximum number of users based upon blocking probability.
